Four thousand boys in Indiana 


high school engage in athletics each 
rear, the resolution-declares ''-very 
often under conditions which can- 
not be otherwise than detrimental to 
their present and future health." 


'"The Indiana Medical 
Society 


must view with concern any matter 
which may vitally affect 
the citi- 


zens of the state," the resolution 
continued, "and it resolves that the 
Indiana Medical Association 
urge 


upon county, and city medical- so- 
cieties an active 
study of 
high 


school athletics in their own terri- 
tories, with a view to collecting data- 
accurate enough to warrant a fair 
deduction as to the effect of a com- 
petitive athletic contests upon 
the 


health of boys of high school age."

gates declared it would lie approved.

100 PERCENT IN TWO YEARS 


Records Show Only 22 Criminal Ap- 


' peals in 1918 Compared With 


187 So Far This Year 


Indianaiplois, Ind.. £ept. 24—(UJS 


—Records of Za'ck iDungan, clerk of 
the Supreme court, reveal that the 
activities of the tribunal have in- 
creased over 100 percent in the last 
tnvo years and nearly two hundred 
per cent since prohibition, 1918. 


In 1918, there were only 22 crim- 


inal-, appeals. filed, compared 
with 


187 filed so -far this year, with a 
rosy outlook for at least 35 more. 


The majority of these appeals are 


on liquor offenses. 


During the year of 1924 there were 


171 appeals, at least two thirds for 
ignoring the Volstead act. 


The clerk of Supreme court had 


only one assistant up until 1918. The 
large'increase in appeals has forced 
him to-increase his office force to 
three deputies, one secretary 'and a 
stenographer.
